Prehistoric Pipes. 








which are alike, form part of a 
= collection of Indian relics in the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. The majority of the pipes were 
used by prehistoric tribes. A few are 
of modern make, and a small number 
are of Dutch or English origin and 
evidently came into possession of the 
Indians through trading with early 
white settlers. 

It is easy to distinguish the com- 
paratively modern from the ancient 
pipes. Those of prehistoric date excel 
in beauty of workmanship. The an- 
cient tribes had a much higher artistic 
sense, corresponding somewhat to 
that of the Aztecs in Mexico. Smok- 
ing was not only a social pleasure to 
them but a solemn rite. All the In- 
dian artists’ patient skill went into the 
making of elaborate pipes. They 
worked entirely with stone imple- 
ments of a very crude sort. The pipes 
for the most part are stone, but some 
are of pipe clay and hard woods. 
While they are fantastic in shape and 
decoration, they show a curious simi- 
larity to pipes of modern times. 

There are not so very many ways 


Fie hundred pipes, no two of 


in which a pipe can be smoked, but the 
Indians varied the rite as much as pos- 
sible. For example, thirty-nine ot the 
pipes have the clay stem set at a 
widely obtuse angle to the bowl, as 
against 103 which form the ordinary 
right angle between bowl and stem. 
Four have two stems to one bowl, in- 
dicating that two Indians must have 
smoked the same pipe simultaneously 
—probably to celebrate peace or some 
religious rite. Two pipes have double 
bowls, each bowl being fitted with a 
stem opening. Several are shield 
pipes, with odd short mouthpieces and 
no stems. A dozen are platform pipes, 
each bowl setting in a nicely hollowed 
out plate and fitted with a long stem. 
The more ornate ones are carved in 
the shape of some animal or of human 
features. One beautiful blackwood 
pipe has the bowl chased in bird pat- 
terns, and is upheld on either side by 
sculptured grizzly bears. The work 
is excellently done and dates back to 
prehistoric times, when the artist 
must have worked altogether with 
flint tools. Birds were popular both 
for the shape of the pipes and for re- 
lief work. Many represent the human 
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head. Practically all the pipes were 
recovered from graves in Indian 
mounds. No Indian was ever sent to 
the Happy Hunting Grounds without 
a supply of tobacco and pipes. 

This collection is one of the most 
complete assembly of prehistoric In- 
dian implements ever made.

the Treasury Department, and 
is as follows: 

“On the National State Bank, of 
Metropolis, Ill. Check letter ‘A; 
series of 1882; charter number, 5254; 
bank number, 1193; Treasury num- 
ber, 896558; J. W. Lyons, Register ; 
Ellis H. Roberts, Treasurer. 

“It is a crudely executed photo- 
graphic production on thin, brittle 
paper, and no attempt has been made 
to imitate the silk fiber of the genuine 
paper. The photograph of the 
original numbers of the note can be 
plainly discerned beneath the color- 
ing applied. The back of the note at 
hand has almost entirely faded out. 
Green ink has been smeared on the 


panel surrounding the chatter num- 
ber on the back of the note. This is 
true also of the red applied to the 
seal and numbers.

German Tobacco. 


VERNMENT reports . shaw 
that there are in the German 
Empire 120,000 tobacco planters 


who, in 1901, cultivated a plot equal to 
1,700,000 acres, and raised 40,000,000 
kilograms of tobacco. The value of 
this crop amounted to 34,000,000 
marks ($6,800,000). Germany im- 
ported from foreign countries during 
the year tobacco valued at 120,000,000 
marks ($24,000,000). The bulk of 
German tobacco is raised in Baden, 
where the crop averages a value of 
15,000,000 marks. Bavaria’s crop 
usually averages 4,000,000 marks, 
while that of Alsace-Lorraine averages 
3,000,000 marks. Practically every 
district in the empire raises more or 
less tobacco, as shown by Rudolstadt, 
which raised 2 kilograms, valued at 1 
mark, and Schleswig-Holstein, where 
a crop of 32 kilograms, valued at 23 
marks, was raised.

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Window Dressing and Store Advertising 








AREFUL observation of the 
: show windows of cigar stores in 

almost any city or town 
throughout the country, shows a de- 
cided improvement in the art of 
window trimming, although many 
windows are still found that are 
practically the same old story—they 
are filled with empty boxes, a few 
pipes, cigars, packages of cigarettes 


demonstrate in a practical manner that 
tobacconists are waking up to the fact 
that a well displayed lot of choice 
goods in the window, backed up by a 
neat and clean appearing store, will 
increase and hold the trade of the best 
class of smokers. 


The cigar establishment that de- 
votes special attention to its window

him in a comparatively short time to 
get up a most creditable window trim.

Empty cigar boxes can be used to a 
considerable extent, especially .in a 
bulk display. Of course, there must 
be a number of filled boxes which are 
open to show the choice goods. 
“Empties” are a good foundation for 
almost any display and in many cases 
may be used instead of making a 
number of steps for the window, or 
other foundation of larger bexes. 

© 

Brass or nickel fixtutes, having ad- 
justable shelves and all of ‘the latest 
improvements, are rather expensive, 
and are not absolutely necessary to 
the getting up of an effective window 
display and fully as many handsome 
windows are seen without nickel fix- 
tures as with them.

The high trim, which consists of 
filling the window from bottom to the 
extreme top with a display of goods, 
is in vogue considerably of late—to 
be sure it makes a very excellent 
showing, but at the same time the 
store window might just as well be 
made of sheet-iron or boards so far 
as its admitting light to the store is 
concerned. In other words the high 
display shuts off the day-light and 
makes an artificial light in the store a 
necessity. 


© 
Artificial light, especially during 
the summer time, should be used as 
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little as possible in order to keep the 
temperature of the store down to a 
minimum for the convenience of 
patrons, and it is also well to take into 
consideration the fact that the cigar- 
man and his salesmen should secure 
as much comfort to themselves as it is 
possible to obtain during the warm, 
muggy weather. 
O) 

Day-light and ample ventilation are 
needed and should be had at any cost, 
and the merchant who desires to make 
use of the high trim can do so by hav- 
ing in his window a pedestal or pyra- 
mid, which may be made three or four 
sided, or octagon, as may better suit 
his taste. Such a pyramid may be 
made by any carpenter, or it may be 
home-made if desired.

Boxes of various sizes may be em- 
ployed in the making of a square 
pyramid, which will answer all pur- 
poses and be an excellent foundation 
for a fine display of goods. Or, if 
boxes of the desired size are not avail- 
able, a pyramid of empty cigar boxes 
may be constructed something as fol- 
lows: secure a board: of about one- 
inch in thickness and of such size as 
may be desired for the base of the 
pyramid, on this place three or four 
tiers of cigar boxes, each one nailed 
to the other so that the whole will be 
solid and hold together in good shape. 
Now, on top of the third tier begin 
another square similar to the first but 
somewhat smaller, and build this up 
of cigar boxes in the same manner, 
taking care to leave a sort of a shelf 
around the pyramid, of such width as 
may be desired. The pyramid may be 
built in this manner to any height per- 
mitted by the window, and then when 




















finished it may be covered with some 
bright cloth or plush, as fancy and 
cost may dictate; or bright, red paper 
may be pasted over the entire struc- 
ture. However, the cloth covering 
will go on more smoothly and give a 
softer and much better appearance. 
© 
Four casters may be placed on the 
bottom board of the pyramid by bor- 
ing a small hole in each corner, which 
will permit of its being moved around 
in the window more readily; and 
after cleaning the window the chang- 
ing of the appearance of the display 
by locating the pyramid in a new posi- 
tion will also be easy and effective. 
© 
The use of a pyramid of this char- 
acter will permit of a rather artistic 
and effective display being made, 
which will require less time than the 
average display, and at the same time 
it will shut out little or no day-light 
from the interior of the establishment. 
©

Hooks and screw-eyes may be used 
for attaching the goods to the pyra- 
mid in various positions. A box of 
cigars may be displayed open by in- 
serting a screw-eye in the back of the 
box and hanging it on a hook located 
in the proper position. Other goods 
may be displayed in a like manner, 
and from the front every screw-eye 
can be concealed from view. 

© 

This idea may be elaborated upon 
. to almost any extent and can be as 
expensive as the most fastidious 
might desire. At the same time such 
a pyramid may be made at a compara- 
tively small cost and in case sufficient 
empty boxes are not available packing 
boxes can be knocked to pieces and 
put together again in the desired 
shape and size and it will take but a 
few hours to prepare. Such a pyra- 
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mid will greatly increase the advertis- 
ing value of the window and add rich- 
ness and effectiveness to any window 
display that was ae arranged. 


A sign or placard for the window 
or store may be prepared to read as

+m OBACCO blindness, says a phy-

The Government tests of the past 
year and a half demonstrate that to- 
bacco grown in the soil of east Texas 
is the equal if not the superior of the 
celebrated and costly tobacco grown 
in Vuelta Abajo in the district of 
Pinar del Rio, Cuba, which is known 
as the finest tobacco.in the world. The 
Texas plant bears a striking resem- 
blance to its Cuban relative. It is not 
a heavy or vigorous, rank or over-

—A quarterly dividend of 14% 
on its preferred stock and 242% on 
its common stock was declared last 
month by the American Snuff Co. 

—The Australian tobacco trade 
complains of hard times—a big rail- 
road strike there recently had a de- 
pressing effect. 

—Ten for two cents is the price at 
which cigarettes are retailed in Switz- 
erland. 

—Shaves in non-union barber shops 
will cost members of the Cigarmakers’ 
Union of Worcester, Mass., -$2.15 
each, to say nothing of the tip to the 
barber. Another case of boy-cut. 

—In the tobacco raising states Con- 
necticut ranks tenth as to acreage and 
sixth in the value of production. Her 
12,725 acres last year produced to- 
bacco valued at $3,485,632. Rather 
good for a little two by four State. 

—Prosperity has been overtaken by 
the Mexican tobacco industry, and 
the annual output of leaf has in- 
creased from 18,000,000 pounds in 
1g0o0 to slightly over 23,000,000 in 
1902. The output of cigarettes in 
1900-01 was 364,000,000; IQOI-02, 
372,000,000, and the present fiscal 
year is estimated at 420,000,000. Ci- 
gars in I9Q00-OI was _ 115,000,000; 
IQOI-02, 138,000,000, and this year is 
expected to show an output of 160,- 
000,000. There is also a small but 
growing trade in picadura or smok- 
ing tobacco, which this year will 
amount to about 70,000 pounds. It 
will be remembered that the Mexicans 
are inveterate smokers of cigarettes, 
which accounts for the small produc- 
tion of smoking tobacco.

The steamship Tacoma, on 
her last trip from Puget Sound to 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, carried a 
cargo of 13,000,000 cigarettes and 
| nearly three tons of smoking tobacco.

Out of 10,000 shop- 
keepers in the city who sell cigar- 
ettes, only 400 pay the special license 
fee of $100 per annum, making 9,600 
blind pigs. 

—The wholesale and retail cigar 
and tobacco business until recently 
conducted by H. Mayer & Sons, 
Galesburg, Ill., has been purchased by 
Roscoe and Gleed Wallace. 

—The United Cigar Stores Co. has 
_ leased the niche in the corner of 
| Macy’s store, at 34th St. and Broad- 
way, New York, for a term of years. 
What has become of the Royal Cigar 
Store Co.? The building when com- 
pleted it is said will be occupied by a 
paste diamond concern and others. 

—The total value of tobacco leaf 
| for the ten months including April 
sent to the U. S. from Porto Rico 
amounted to $1,691,269, and that sent 
in the opposite direction was valued 
| at $119,379. How much of this will 
be returned as “genuine” Porto Rico 
tobacco and cigars?

May it all be ad- 
justed amicabiy and not prove a spark 
to explode the magazine and rend the 
organization which has shown such 
progress without unity of action. 

—Rumor has it that the Butler & 
Bosher Co. and the R. A. Patterson 
Tobacco Co., both of Richmond, Va., 
have been acquired by Continental in- 
terests. Both of these plants are 
prominent in tobacco circles and con- 
trol a class of trade that is extremely 
desirable. The first mentioned con- 
cern has for several years secured the 
Navy contract and is said to make a 
yearly profit of 60%. 

—New legislation, which was re- 
cently passed and which will take ef- 
fect Sept. 1, makes it a misdemeanor 
in the State of New York to use or 
expose for sale any representation of 
the American flag, standard, color or 
ensign, or of the flag of the State of 
New York, in connection with any 
article of merchandise, or any recep- 
tacle for merchandise. The penalty is 
a fine of not more than $100, or im- 
prisonment for not more than 30 days, 
or both. Cigar labels must hereafter 
get along without the flag, at least in 
the State of New York.
